Four Moves Suggested to Con-*' 


gress to Stimulate industry 


in America

HOW TO DEVELOP HEJIMORRHOinS. 


Hemmorhoids or piles are varicose veins. Evolu- 


.ion. fatigue posture (particularly In sittias), and lack 
of physical educattlon are three contributing causes 
of varicose veins in. general and hemorrhoids in 
particular. In an earlier talk I v explained how the 
valveless hemorrhoicfel veins 
drain directly Into 


the valveless portal veins and thus anything- that 
brings about portal congestion or engorgement of 
the liver tends to bring- on piles. 
Excessive eating, the habit of eating too fast, 


which necessarily means gulping- down unmasti- 
cated food like a. hog or a dog, insures such engorge- 
ment of the liver. But the hog lias an advantage 
o\er man in the matter of position. The hog does 
lis digesting- in the 'horizontal position chiefly. The 
-log is in a better position to dig-est his feed than 
his master is, and the dog can digest even-larger 
chunks of meat as he gulps them down unmasti- 
cated. Even civilize^ mail may make up time, if 
he is late for something, by gulping his meat dog 
fashion, for meat will digest fairly well without 
much mastication. But for the other forms of food 


cereal?, vegetables and fruits—too much masti- 


cation is practically impossible. Study the cow, 
and remember she has an additional advantage over 
man for on. sober second thought she chews her 
cud. Here I must give credit where credit is due: 


The skillful American dentist contributes greatly 


toward prevention of piles when he rehabilitates 
broken down masticating machinery. 
Another common error which predisposes to hem- 


orrhoids in a similar manner is the abuse of condi- 
ments. Just what constitutes the abuse of condi- 
ments is a question of opinion, and the. opinions 
differ about this, just as they do about what consti- 
tutes good health. If the ordinary conception of 
gooa health is accepted as a criterion, then there 
is a reasonable allowance of ration of pepper, mus- 
tard, vinegar, cloves, ginger, peppermint and other 
substances -which have no food value but Impart 
zest -or flavor or disguise the natural taste of the 
food. If the ideal 100 per cent health standard is 
taken as the criterion instead of this 70 per cent 
condition which ordinarily passes as good health, 
then none tof these condiments should be used In 
or on food. As a" general observation, the abuse of 
condiments varies inversely with the quality of 
food and the character of the cooking. This applies 
to the restaurant und the home as well as the hot 
dog stand. If the palate requires tickling, if the 
taste or appetite requires stimulation, if the diges- 
tion requires a fillip, there Is a wide choice of nat-

tons, keys, money, marbles, poison, 
.-ind other strange and unwholsome 
things. 
Less dramatic, but equally Interest- 


ing:, are the sufferers from bronichlal 
afflictions who come to have their 
inner tubes inspected and overhauled. 
Dr. 
Chevalier Jackson, who is in 


charge, is one of the outstanding- au- 
thorities on bronchial conditions, and 
his clinic represents the most up-to- 
date methods known. 


LOOK RIGHT IN 
It is not so long ago that the medi- 


cal man's way of investigating bron- 
chitis and obstructions' in the chest 
was to place a stethoscope over the 
patient's chest and to listen learned- 
ly to the peculiar sounds inside.
